Now Taylor wears four stars 


as chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff.

Flight Denial 
Coerced, Say 
Refugees 


MIAMI, Fla., (AP) - An anti- 


Castro group says government 
investigators coerced a member 
of their organization to deny he 
made a flight from Florida to 
Cuba. 


Stung by a Pentagon state- 


ment that branded reports of 
the flight a "complete and utter 
hoax," the International Anti- 
Communist Brigade insisted the 
flight was made. 


A statement said the plane 


took off from Florida on a flight 
plan to the Bahamas, landed at 
a base "outside U.S. territory" 
and then flew to Cuba. 


The group said the plane re- 


turned to Florida, again on a 
flight plan, after dropping a 
field hospital to guerrillas and 
leaflets on Santiago de Cuba. 


The statement said that Frank 


Fiorini, a member of the group, 
denied only that he personally 
made the flight. 


"The reason for that denial is 


that he and six other Americans 
are under an executive order to 
cease and desist any action 
against the Cuban Communist 
government or be laced with a 
two-year prison sentence and a 
$25,000 fine for each offense. In 
view of this threat, which was 
made by government investiga- 
tors. Fiorini signed a state- 
ment."
